In the said Bye-laws — 

(1) In bye-law 2 for the words “one anna” the words “the requisite value” shall 
be substituted. 
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(ii) In bye-law 5 for the words “Officer Commanding Station” whenever they 
occur the words “Canionment Board” shall be substituted. 

(lii) In bye-law 6— - 

(a) in clause (1) for the words “Rupee one” the words “Rupees two" shall 

be substituted. 

(b) In' clause (II), for the words “Eight annas per hour or fraction of an 

hour” the words “Rupee one per hour or fraction of an hour shall 
be substituted. 

(c) in clause (iii)(a) for the words “Four annas per foolscap page of 90 

words or part of a page subject to a minimum fee of eight annas” 
the words “Eight annas per foolscap page of 90 words or part of 0 
page subject to a minimum fee of Rupee one” shall be substituted, 

(d) in clause (iv) for the words “Eight annas” the words “Rupee one” shall 

be substituted. 

(e) in clause (vi) for the words “according to size and detail minimum 

rupee one” the words "according to size and detail — minimum rupees 
five” shall be substituted. 

(f) the following entry shall be substituted for the existing entry against 

clause (vil), namely: — 

“Copies of any Rules, Bye-laws and regulations — Rupees two and annas 
eight.” 

(lv) The following shall be Inserted as bye-law 6A after bye-law 6. 

"6A. The copies of records or documents or extracts therefrom shall be 
supplied only on stamp paper of the requisite value as may be required 
under the Stamp Act or the rules made thereunder and those of plans 
on tracing cloth, which the. applicant shall, on demand, furnish at 
his own cost."
